14, In all cases where a Vessel shall be in 
tow of a Steam Vessel the Pilot on board the 
Vessel towed shall have the command and 
direction of both Versels so long as the 
Steamer shall be fast to the other Vessel, 
notwithstanding a Pilot may be on board the 
Steamer. 

15; Pilots taken to sea on board any Ves- 
sel against their will, shall be entitled to 
claim from the Master or Owner of such 
Vessel the sum of five dollars ($5) per diem 
antil the date of their arrival at the Port 
from which they were taken, and in addi- 
tion to the above, their expenses: back to said 
Port. 

16. No Steam Vessels plying ws 
once & week, or oftener, between Vietoria 
and any of the various Ports on Paget Sound, 
or in the Straits of Fuca, sball be charged 
with Pilotage, or—half Pilotage, unless the 
Master of such Vessel shall actually take « 
Pilot on beard on any such trips, or other- 
wise actually engage the services of a Pilot. 


REVISED BY-LAWS 


FoR THE 


REGULATION OF PILOTS 


In THE 


PROVINCE OF BRITISH COLUMBIA, 
Made in pursuance of ‘The Pilotage Ordinance, 
1867,'’ all previous Bye-Lawa being 
hereby repealed, 


[22nd August, 1873 } 

1. Candidates for Pilots’ Licenses must be 
British Subjects, and must apply by letter, 
addressed to the Uairman of the Pilot Board. 
Due notice of the time and place of examioa- 
tion will appear in the Government Gazette as 
often as the Board may deem necessary. 
Candidates will be- required to prove their 
local knowledge of the Coasts and Harbours 
of the places for which they may be desirous 
of obtaining a license; to possess a correct 
knowledge of the method of finding a ship's 
pusition on the Chart; to bave a geheral 
knowledge ot the tides; and to furnish to the 
Board satisfactory evidence of their former 
services, good conduct, and sobriety. 

2. No pilot shall ad¢ to, or inany way 
alter, bis license, or make or alter any en- 
dorsement thereon, nor shall he be privy to 
any euch license or endorsement being 
altered. 


3. Every Pilot who shall observe any 
alteration in any of the Sands or Channels, 
or that any of the Buoys or Beacons in any of 
the Harbours of the Province are driven 
away or broken down, or out of place, shall 
forthwith deliver or send’s correct statement 
thereof in writirg to the Pilot Board. 

4. No Piot shall exact from any Master of 
a Vessel more than he is entitled to by anyjof 
the Rules, Regulations, Orders, oy By-Laws 
passed by the Pilot Board ; neither shall any 
Pilot offer bis services for less than the speci- 
fied rates, under pain ot being guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 

5. Every Licensed Pilot shell continually 
carry with him bis License and a printed copy 
of al! the By-Laws, Rules and Orders, relat- 
ing to Pilets and Pilotage, in force for the 


time being ; and is required to produce the|~ 


same to the Master of any Vessel on board- 
ing such Vessel. | 

6. Every Licessed Pilot shall, when ia 
charge of any Vessel, exercise the utmost 
diligence and attention in the prosecution of 
bis duty. 

1. No Licensed Pilot sball be absent from 
the Port or Ports for which he may be li- 
censed, without leave of absence previously 
obtained ia writing from the Pilot rd. 


8. All cases of disputes between Pilots, or 
between Masters of Vessels and Pilots, sfiall 
be referred to the Pilot Board, whose decision 
shall be final. 


9. Every Licensed Pilot who shall offend 
against any or either of the By-Laws, Rules, 
Orders, or Regulations relating to Pilots and 
Pilotage, in force for the time being, sball 
for every such offence (whether the same 
shall subject bim to any pecuniary penalty or 
not, and in addition to such penalty, if we 
upon conviction by the Pilot Board, be 
liable to bave his License annulled and for- 
feited, or suspended, at the discretion of the 
Board. 

10. If any Vessel be stranded, or suffer 
other accident, when in charge of a Licensed 
Pilot, the License of such Pilot sball thereby 
be suspended, pending the investigation by 
and decision of the Board. 

11. It shall be the duty of every Licensed 
Pilot at once to report to the Pilot Board any 
accident that may bave bappened to a Vessel 
when uader bis charge. 

12. From and after the 1st of August, 1873, 
each Licensed Pilot shall be liable for, and 
shall pay to the Pilot Board, the sum of Tea 
Dollars as an Annaal License, payable in 
advance, half-yearly, on the Ist day ef 
August and the lst day of Febreary of each 
year. In addition to such yearly license, 
every Pilot, on appointment, sball pay the 
sum of Ten Dollars to the Board as ap Eo- 
trance Fee. Every Pilot making default io 
the payment of bis entrance fee o: annual 
license, will be liable to a suspension of bis 
Certificate uatil the money is paid. au26
